Henry J. Taylor, author and radio 
commentator claims that Josef Stalin 
leads a lonely life in his villa thirty 
miles west of Moscow. 

His health is all right and he is on 
the job, Mr. Taylor says. Stalin’s house 
is guarded by tall iron festoon gates. 
It stands in a clump of sycamotes on a 
low wooded hill by the bank of Mo- 
skya River, 

From this secluded nest Stalin runs 
Russia. There is an airstri nearby, but 
it is unkempt and seldom d. Stalin 
dosen’t like to fly. There is no anti-air- 
craft protection around the place. 

Stalin drives to the Kremlin only on 
occasions, and generally at night. This 
isn't so much for security but because 
that’s the time he works. 

When he goes in he makes the 30- 
minute drive in a short cavalcade, sil? 
ently and without much fanfare. His 
own car is a lumbering black limousine 
with blue glass. No motorcycle escort 
no sirens accompany him, but, plain- 
clothesmen ride in a car ahead and spec- 
ial police who wear light blue bands 
around their caps keep guard. 

Stalin, surprisingly, is only 5 feet, 5 
inches tall. He prefers being photogra- 
phed sitting down—so that his lack of 
height isn’t noticeable. He never walks 
on a public street. He has been seen 
close-up by very few Russians, for he 
never addresses huge throngs like Hitler 
and Mussolini did. 

Stalin gets his ideas and forms his 
decision nearly entirely by remote im- 
pression. He sees little and knows little 
at first hand even about Russia itself. 
He rarely, if ever, visits a Communist 
farm, mine, or factory. 

Except for a few old Bolshevik cron- 
ies living close around him in villas of 
their own, Stalin sees fewer people in a 
month than Hitler saw each day, Taylor 
says.

What do you know about 
Mississippi’s Oil and Gas Industry? 


By September 1951, 160 towns and communities had natural 
gas service and plans are in progress to serve over 30 others. 
Approximately 35 of the area of Mississippi is served by pipe 
lines crossing the state carrying gas from Texas and Louisiana 
to large markets beyond.

Is there plenty of gas for indus- 
trial development in Mississippi? 


Yes, Mississippi gas is being sold to consumers in Louisiana, 
Alabama, Florida and Georgia. i 


Do any Mississippi producers sell 
their gas to markets outside Mis- 
sissippi? 
Mississippi has what is generally considered to be the most 
modem and comprehensive oil and gas conservation law of 
any of the producing states. This law and its enforcement by 
the State Oil and Gas Board has won wide acclaim through- 
out the United States. The Board and its staff of petroleum 

i regulate the drilling of new wells and keep a constant . 
check on all producing operations so that the maximum amount, 
of oil and gas will be recovered without waste. This works for 
the benefit of the state, the landowners and the oil and gas 
industry. Administrative cost of the conservation law is paid 
from an extra tax on production. 


What about Mississippi's oil and 
gas conservation law? 


A special tax on production, currently avéraging $460,000 
monthly. On oil it is 6 cents per barrel or 6% of value, which- 
ever is greater. On gas it is 3 mills per 1,000 cubic feet or 6% 
of value, whichever is greater. Total oil severance taxes from 
March, 1944 to July, 1951 amount to $27,915,294.21; total 

severance taxes from July, 1948 to July, 1951 amount to 
$1.242,265.04.
